They immediately called up police 
and the bomb was taken to podlice 
headquarters and locked in a safe. 
Where it came from or exactly what 
is its orign is something that is puz- 
Zling both the parents of the child 
and the police officers. 

The old man who first noticed the 
ball as the child played with it near 
the sidewalk declared that it was a 
remnant of the civil war, which had 
lain unexploded for half a century, 
Lut which might go off at any mo- 
ment. 

The child declared he had picked 
his ball up in the street in front of 
the house and the old man’s theory 
is that the bomb had been picked up 
near Fort Walker and left there by 
some child. 

The fact that it apparently containa 
a liquid would preclude the possibility 
of its having been a civil. war bomb 
or having ‘lain that long exposed. 

So far no police officer has volun- 
teered to open it and ‘investigate from 
the inside as to what it:really is. The

Two Couples Arrested. 

From the statements gathered from 
both sides of the affair, it appears 
that two men and two women were 
carousing In a cab on Metropolitan ave- 
nue late Friday night. Patrolman 
Rivers, who lives in the neighborhood, 
ran upon one couple just as he was 
leaving his home to report at police 
barracks for duty. The other couple 
was in a cab nearby. Rivers took 
charge of the pair on the sidewalk 
and carried them to where the cab was 
standing.’ He flashed a match in the 
faces of the occupants of the cab and 
informed them that they would have 
to accompany him to the station. 

The men escaped from the cab after 
it had roceeded a short distance, and 
Rivers escorted the women to head- 
quarters. They put up collateral and 
dropped from sight. 

Rivers reported the escape of the 
men at headquarters, and a description 
was read out at roll call. 

Griffith Put Under Arrest. 

On a Soldiers’ home car 
Rivers boarded to go on his beat Grif- 
fith and his companion were passen- 
gers. According to a statement made 
by Rivers to Chief Beavers the men 
were pointed out to him by 
Brown and when “Five Points” was 
reached the sergeant suggested that 
they be arrested. Sergeant Brown 
took charge of (jriffith’s companion 
and Rivers took (Griffith into custody. 
Both were subjected to a rigid ex- 
amination at police headquarters, and 
when Policeman livers told Chief 
Jett that he could not. swear that the 
men were. those escaped from 
him, they were ordered released. 

“T was never subjected to such an 
outrage in my: life,” Griffith told 
Mavor Woodward. and The Constitu- 
tion Saturday. “! was yanked from 
car, earried down to police 
after the fashion they handle 
and embarrassed and humil- 
at all.

He egruff- 
lv informed me to wait until we 
reached the station to make an expla 
The only courtesy that was 
shown me was to allow me to go to 
the station in a taxicab. 

“No Man Safe in Atlanta.” 

“The incident hurt me, It 
also convinced me that no man 
safe in Atlanta. He is likely to 
nabbed up on the street at any time.’ 

Explaining his movements’ from 
early in the evening until the time 
of his arrest, Griffith said that he 
left the Piedmont hotel, where he is 
stopping. about 8 o'clock.

Georgia in Danger of Losing 
$30,000 Government Ap-

‘Commissioner Price Admits 
Many of Charges Are True,

Steps to 


Charging the Georgia experiment 
station with diverting the use of the 
$30,000 federal appropriation for agri- 
cultural experimental work to a work- 
ing capital for financia] enterprise, 
B. T. Galloway, secretary of the fed- 
eral supervision of experiment sta- 
tions, has written a letter to Governor 
Joseph M. Brown, under the date line 
of June 11, in which he states that 
he will recommend the suspension of 
Georgia's appropriation if the pres- 
ent at the experiment sta- 
tion are remedied radically and 
at once. 

While the matter has not been called 
to the official attention of Commis- 
Sioner of Agriculture J. D. Price, he 
has seen Secbretary Galloway’s letter. 
as apparently have many others about 
the state, and is preparing to take ac- 
tion as drastic as may be necessary 
to clear up the situation. 

Price Will Urge ‘ Remedy. 

When the board of directors of the 
experiment station meet next’ Wednes- 
day, Mr. Price, by virtue of his orf- 
fice in the state house. will become 
automatically the chairman of the 
directors. He stated Saturday that he 
is anxivus to have the situation 
thoroughly understood by the time the 
board meets, so that they may take 
intelligent action. To this end he has 
invited Dr. E. W. Allen, of Washington, 
D. C., acting inspector cf experiment 
stations, to be present at the board 
meeting and lay before them the 
proper interpretation of the federal 
statute upon the points to which Sec- 
retary Galloway calls attention in his 
letter. 

In his letter Secretary Galloway 
states that the station has reached so 
low a level of efficiency and made 
Such questionable use of the federal 
government appropriation as to arouse 
serious concern and to raise the ques- 
tion of continuing the apportionments 
to the station. He declares that for 
several years the station has not had 
at its head as competent a man as-i*t 
should have. He also deplores the 
fact that the station is not located 
at the university or agricultural col- 
lege where it might have thoroughiv 
sympathetic co-operation and the best 
advantages.

. The state has not supported the in-

I may say that in view of the present 
condition of the station and the unsat- 
isfactory use it has made of its funds 
in the past, this department will feel 
constrained to Ansist on a very literal 
interpretation, of the laws in the fu- 
ture use of the federal appropriations, 
and to recommend their suspension if 
such conditions are not maintained as 
enable a/legal and efficient use of 
these funds.

Heroic Figure of Woman. 

On the crest of Cemetery ridge, just 
where the morning Sun touches it 
with golden fingers, stands the statue 
which New: York has raised to her 
men who fought and died at Gettvys- 
burg. On the tip of a tall marble 
shaft is the heroie figure of a woman. 
In her right hand a wreath, in her 
left a thin staff crowned with a liber- 
ty cap. Her head is bowed as if in 
grief, but that long right arm with 
its wreath of brass shoots out 
Straight toward Seminary Ridge. a 
mile away across the fields where 
Longstreet stood with bnwed head 
watching Pickett and his brave men 
make their futile charge. 

New York raised the statue to her 
own dead and beneath in a half circle 
are rows of graves of her men who 
fell here fifty vears ago. It takes 
hut little imagination to make that 
tal] column with its speaking figures, 
the moulded voice of the nation. Tt 
takes but a@ little touch of the sentij- 
ment that has grasped every man 
Who has come to the veterans’ camp 
to think of that outstretched arm as 
lifted not in horror, but in benediction 
of an ever silent tribute to the men 
who lived and the mé@n who died on 
this greatest battlefield of the war.

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SUFFRAGISTS TO RENEW 
SENATE CHAMBER FIGHT 


A strong fight will be made this 
‘week by the women suffragists to get 
the use of the capitol, who claim that 
opposition to the resolution introduced 
by Senator G. M. Huie by which the 
use of ‘the senate hall would be al- 
lowed, was the result of a misunder- 
standing on the past of many sena- 
tors. 

The suffragists will base their fight 
on séction 1284 of the code of Geor- 
gia, Which provides that the use of 
the capitol building shall be limited 
to the legislative department of the 
stute and to state and nationa] po- 
litical organizations. The Georgia 
Women’s Suffrage -association, as an 
auxiliary to the national body, is 
therefore entitled to meet in the sen- 
ate chamber, despite the personal 
views of the majority of the sena- 
tors, is the deduction which the wom- 
en desiring votes draw from the 
code. 

“We are going to renew the fight 
for the senate chamber on the nights 
of July 9 and 10,” states Mrs. Mary 
L. MeL endon, president of the Georgia 
branch, “and we have already added 
additional legislators to our cause.” 

“The records show that it was a 
misunderstanding,” said Attorney 
Leonard J. Grossman, legal advisor 
for the association, ‘‘and that many 
Senators voted to aa the resolution 
because they understood that tue 
women sought to enlighten the sen- 
ate upon the question of suffrage.’

EXPORTS ARE CLIMBING 
IN AMERICAN TRUCKS 


| $1,333,367 Worth of Commercial 
Vehicles Sent Out of This 
Country in Ten Months. 


Special attention has been directed to 
the export of American-made commer- 
|cial motor vehicles by the recent gov- 
| ernment report, which showed that 
| eighty-four, Valued at $134,777, had 
been exported during April of this year 
and 737, valued at $1,333,367, had been 
,exported during the ten months endings 
| with April. It is only since July 1, 1912, 
that the government has kept a sepa- 
‘rate record of commercial motor ve- 
' hicles. Previous to that time they 
had only been recorded with pleasure 
‘cars, 

While these figures show that the ex- 
port business of American motor truck 
manufacturers is very small in compar- 
ison with the total export of motor 
| vehicles from this country, they never- 
'theless indicate that the former has al- 
ready secured a strong foothold in for- 
,eign countries and the next few vears 
will unquestionably show as rapid an 
‘increase in their usé in other countries 
.as has been the case with the Ameri- 
can-made pleasure car in the past few 
years. 

Of the several large American manu- 
facturers whe nave Invaded the fovor- 
eign field, none is meeting with greater 
success than the Chase Motor Truck 
company, of Syracuse. Robert M. Bar- 
ker, of this company, has the following 
to say about the export business: 

“The American motor truck,” he said, 
“Is now being used in every corner of 
the world. One day last week we re- 
ceived orders bv 
Hongkong, China; Melbourne, Austra- 
lia; Auckland, New Zealand: Barran- 
quilla, United States of Columbia, and 
from Havana, Cuba. The Honzkonz 
order was for a 500-pound wagon. It 
was sent by an American missionary, 
the Rev. Mr. J. M. Monnier, whose title 
is Imprinierie de Nazareth. Ue sali 
he wanted this motor wagon for use on 
his trips, which last two. or three 
weeks and on which he had occasion to 
carry medical supplies as well as acom- 
plete camping outfit. 

“The Barranquilla order came from 
the owner of a banana plantation situ- 
ated fifty miles inland. This man has 
been transporting his fruit from the 
Plantation to Barranquilla by mules 
which took an entire week for a single 
round trip. He figures that the one 
and a half-ton-Chase truck he has or- 
dered will make the round trip in at 
least one and a half days and effect 
a great saving In the cost of this trans- 
portation. | 

“Our Mr. D. R. Linsleyv, who has been 
gone some time on a trip to the West 
Indies, Central and South America, re- 
ports that conditions are idea! in thea 
tropics for an extensive introduction 
of American-made motor trucks. Ene- 
lish, French and German manufacturers 
have been established for some time tin 
these countries, but the American 
maker has an advantage over-them in 
the matter of price, and, in our case at 
least, in the matter of simplicity in de- 
sign and construction. We use a two- 
cycle air-cooled motor which performs 
as well in the tropics as it does here.”’

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News Wise and Otherwise 
Of Boys Who Put’Em Over 


A number of the party of Englisn 
engineers and members of the 8S. A. E. 
made a side trip from Cleveland to 
Akron, to visit the Goodyear tire fac- 
tory. 

The semi-annual meeting of the So- 
ciety of Automobile Engineers was 
held on board the City of Detroit, 
crulsing from Detroit to Cleveland. 

The thing that struck the English 
visitors most during the visit was the 
idea of specialization that is being de- 
veloped in American tire factories. 

“Several years ago America looked 
to Europe for ideas, not only in the 
Structural tendencies of foreign motor 
Cars, but also for tire designing,” said 
E. R. Hall, chief of experimental de- 
partment, and one of the Goodyear 
representatives to the S. A. FE 

“But now the tables are changed. 
It is safe to Say that America is sev- 
eral years ahead. In this country we 
have special tires made from differ- 
ent classes of work. special] tires for 
electrics and gasoline cars, special 
tires for trucks. Tires are being built 
more for the particular work they 
must do than formerly.” 

Work has just been started On an- 
other new building for the Paige- 
Detroit Motor company. The builders 
have guaranteed the new building will 
be ready for occupaney by October 1. 
The construction of the main building, 
Which is 600x60 feet and three stories 
high, in a little over three months is 
some task in itself This building is 
Only part of the fsroup of buildings 
which go to make up the new Paige 
home. With the present-day facili- 
ties, problems in building that seem 
almost impossible are accomplished. 
The extensive’ use of eoncrete for 
building purposes greatly aid the 
builder in the rapid manner in which 
they are able to construct buildings 
in the present day. 

While the pbuilding will only be 
three stories at the present time. the 
foundation and construction work is 
being built to support the addition of 
two stories, if necessary. At the 
present rapid growth of the Paige- 
Detroit organization it will not be 
long until additional floor Space will 
be required. The addition of § this 
building to the present factory will 
greatly aid in their manufacturing 
15,000 cars for the coming year. 
of all mechanical de- 
vices as whey develop from the first 
crude and inefficient, but simple, to 
the later highly efficient, but relatively 
complicated forms, is that they demand 
less and less skill in operation but 
more and more skill and knowledge in 
maintenance, while the output in- 
creases much more rapidly than the 
cost of up-Keep with a resulting in- 
crease in net profits. 

The present-day truck certainly re- 
quires no more and probably less: skill 
to drive than did the horse, and the 
output per day or per dollar of invest- 
ment is many times greater, but it 
requires more. skillful, careful and 
costly attention than was ever given 
to the wagon. 

This increase in cost of up-keep is, 
however, very small when compared 
to the enormous increase of work 
done, so that the net profits are much 
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greater. The responsibility for the 
efficient performance of a truck is 
evenly divided between the manufac- 
turer and the user. 

The user is responsible for these 
things: First, he must so arrange the 
Organization of his shipping and re- 
ceiving departments and so far as pos- 
sible influence external conditions so 
that his truck loses as little time as 
possible; second, he must see that it 
is not overloaded; and, third, he must 
arrange for periodicals, competent in- 
spection and adjustment. 

I would venture to say sometimes 
the user is responsible for a loss of 
efficiency of 50 per cent because of 
neglect of these three items, and-until 
he appreciates his responsibility for 
this loss and takes steps to avoid it, 
any saving in operation possible by a 
change in design by the manufacturer 
will be small by comparison. 


Permanent headquarters have been 
opened in Detroit for the Lincoln High- 
way association, which has been form- 
ed to secure the establishment of the 
ocean-to-ocean highway, a _ project 
started two years ago by’ Carl G.

Sev- 
eral states have taken steps looking 
to the construction of improved high- 
ways from east to west which are to 
eonnect with the coast-to-coast route 
and constitute part of It.

NV MEXIC ARMIES 


Severe Criticism of the Condi- 
tions in Mexico Made by 
Senator Bacon in Speech in 


Senate. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 5.—(Special.)— 
Charging the better class of Mexican 
citizens with cowardice in permitting 
federals and insurrectos to indulge in 
orgies of pillage, plunder and rapine, 
Senator Bacon, of Georgia, issued a 
clarion call in the senate recently to 
the men of that nation to arouse 
themselves and defend their country. 

It was one of the frankest criticisms 
of another country recently heard in 
the senate, and coming from the 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, had an almost sensational 
effect. 

News dispatches from Durango, pub- 
lished two days later, told the tragic 
Story of the suicide of forty women 
of the better class following the oc- 
cupation of the town by the soldiers. 
Testimony taken before the senate in- 
vestigating committee showed that in 
some provinces in Mexico not a girl 
over 12 years of age could be found 
who had not been ill treated by the 
soldiers. 

That this pitiable state of affairs 
should be allowed to continue seem- 
ed incredible to Senator Bacon. He 
excoriated the better class of Mexi- 
cans for being unwilling to risk their 
precious hides on the battlefield to 
put down this state of anarchy and 
restore peace to their troubled coun- 
try. 

Army of Paroled Convicts. 

Reports indicate that the “fed- 
erals’”’ are but little better disciplined 
than the insurrectos. Madero’s army 
was largely made up of paroled con- 
victs from the penitentiaries released 
on condition that they enter the army. 
The opposition is made up of roving 
bands of desperadoes who are living 
off the country and getting more than 
they ever could under a peaceful and 
well-ordered existence because. of 
their lack of industry. 

Mr. Bacon is firmly opposed to in- 
tervention by this country to restore 
peace in Mexico. He feels that final 
BuccesSs would require years of time 
and leave not less than 200,000 Ameri- 
Can soldiers’ bones bleaching on Mex- 
lean soil. Then the duty to protect 
their country rests primarily on the 
Mexicans themselves. 

“This responsibility rests upon the 
men who have the greatest stake in 
that country,” he. said. “The men 
who have proOperty, intelligence, ed- 
ucation and social standing. I am 
told there are between 200,000 and 
800,000 white men in the City of 
Mexico alone. From these men there 
could be recruited ‘an army large 
enough, in view of present conditions 
and the roving character of the bands 
Which are kicking up all the fuss, the 
disorder and revolution, to restore or- 
der and establish a proper govern- 
ment. 

3,500,000 White Men. 

“In the entire white population of 
Mexico, exclusive of Americans, there 
are 3,500,000 white men That means, 
at the least calculation 500,000 men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 years. 
Who doubts that half a million men 
interested in the property of that coun- 
try vitally interested in the estab- 
ishment and maintenance of good gov- 
ernment and in the enforcement of 
law, if they are ready to take arms 
in. their hands can restore the order 
they are appealing to us to establish 
for them.” 

Senator Bacon was oppoSing the Fall 
resolution to repeal the neutrality 
proclamation issued in March, 1912, Ly 
President Taft prohibiting the expor- 
tation of arms into Mexico. He said 
there was a duly recognized govern- 
ment in Mexico at that time headed by 
Madero. The present Huerta govern- 
ment has never been recognized by 
this country, and properly so, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bacon, as it is purely a 
revolutionary government. 

Speaking of the protection which 
this country owed to its citizens tem- 
porarily living in Mexico, Senator Ba- 


my opinion a citizen of the 
United States in Mexico is entitled to 
exactly the same protection that a cit- 
izen of the United States in any other 
country is entitled to when he gets 
into trouble—no more and no less. I 
do not think it is practicable for the 
government of the United States to go 
into Mexico and extend its physical 
protection to a citizen of the United 
States. and redress his wrongs in Mex- 
ico without armed intervention. I 
know of no way in which the govern- 
ment cvn physically extend protection 
to a citizen of the United States in 
Mexico, or redress wrongs by force and 
compulsion in Mexico, other than by 
‘force and intervent.” 

Senator Fall interrupted to remark: 
“The American people in Mexihco 
have not asked for intervention, Mr. 
President. They have asked that the 
present diplomatic policy of the United 
States be done away with just for a 
little while, and that we go back to 
true Jeffersonian and Hamiltonian 
principles in our diplomacy.” 

“Diplomacy cannot enforce anything 
in Mexico or anywhere else outside of 
the territory of the United States goy- 
ernment,’ responded Mr. Bacon. “Dj- 
plomacy may secure redress, but not 
through foree. Diplomacy Stops when 
force begins to exert its power. Every- 
body knows that. Fine words cannot 
make a distinction which does not ex- 
ist. Therefore, I say that while it is 
our duty to extend in all possible wavs 
our assistance to citizens of the United 
States in Mexico who may be in trou- 
ble, we cannot undertake by force to 
give protection to a citiaen in Mexico 
except by armed intervention. 

“It is the duty of this zovernment 
to do for any citizen of the United 
States who may be within the territory 
-# Maxico just 2xetiy what it would 
do for any One of its citizens jin any 
other country when that citizen got 
into trouble, and that whatever can 
be accomplished by diplomacy or any 
other method short of force should be 
accomplished.” ‘

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Career of Athens Barber 
Was Like Bit of Fiction 


Athens, Ga. July 5.—(Special.)— 
Young Davis, of this place, who has 
been a barber for the past ten years, 
laid down his razor Saturday night 
and this morning began the practice of 
law in Athens: He has several unique 
distinctions attached to his’ short 
Career. Saturday afternoon: he was 
notified that the state bar examiners 
had examined his papers submitted 
for admittance to the practice of law, 
and had found that he successfully and 
most creditably passed the test. 

The brief announcement is the text 
for a story of ambition and unusual 
overcoming of obstacles which reads 
like a bit of fiction. 

The subject of the story was born 
in Jackson county, July 17, 1876—the 
centennial anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and within a 
few days of the Fourth of July. He 
was one of twelve children—his father 
being married thrice and having sons 
and daughters by every wife. The 
father, who is now living in Athens, 
at the age of 84, was a veteran in the 
war between the states, and following 
a chief in that war, he desired to per- 
petuate the name—he called his son 
“Pierce Milton Benjamin Young— 
Davis.” 

Worked in Mill. 

He was as a boy at worker in the 
cotton mill—coming to Athens when 
a mere child. At 17 years he married 
—a Miss Anne Smith. The family grew, 
and soon the cotton mill operative 
found that he could not support his 
flock—girls being in the majority—on 
his wages. He learned the barber's 
trade, and followed it on Saturday 
evenings and on other nights, finally 
adopting the razor as his tool and the 
tonsorial business as his calling al- 
together. But the girls grew, and one 
married; the high cost of living in- 
creased; a grandchild came to the 
home, making him the youngest grand- 
father in the state, and then a year 
later another little babe of his own— 
younger than the grandchild. The legal 
profession seemed to offer a field for 
the gratification of ambition and the 
making of a better living. He began 
the study of law only two years ago 
after the little granddaugher came to 
the home. 

Takes Correspondence Course. 

A correspondence course he _ took 
conscientiously. He got the highest 
marks on. his examination papers In 
that course. He read in the office of 
a young friend-in-law; he attended

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THE SOB ARTISTS ANSWERED. 

Authority for the parole of Ollie Taylor 
has been granted. | 

That is the beginning of the end, we 
hope, of one of the most gigantic flukes 
ever engineered by the sob artists of the 
country. The boy’s experience and the way 
in which Georgia has been maligned ought 
to render an epochal service to every little 
child in the country pleading with society 
to be saved from itself. Ollie was undoubdt- 
edly born with a wrong moral kink. He 
has spent three years in the reformatory. 
He can read and write, which he could not 
do three years ago. He appears to respect 
the rights of ownership, and three years 
ago his instinct was that of the petty free- 
booter. He has learned the rudiments of 
a@ trade, that of automobile mechanic. Three 
years ago he knew only how to pilfer and 
lie about it. 

This is the boy the sob artists wept over 
from Maine to Oregon. Speaking from ig- 
norance, they denounced the law that would 
sentence a child to “eleven years’ imprison- 
- ment for stealing a bottle of soda water.” 
They coddlied him sympathetic 
bosoms and damaged the cause of every re- 
former seeking to transform defective chil- 
dren into producers and not dangerous para-

He might, 
probably would, be qualifying as a criminal 
and a burden on society. At best, he would 
be “reforming” by absorbing criminality 
from brutal and chronic law-breakers. The 
story of how he was reclaimed, how the 
work of human reclamation generally is 
prosecuted, is told vividly elsewhere. We 
should like the sob artists to suggest some 
substitute for this method of serving so- 
ciety and God. 

A journalistic ghost dancer sent out the 
story that Ollie had been sentenced to 
eleven years’ imprisonment for stealing a 
bottle of soda.

The reading of the opinion discloses 
the fact, however, that the boy was not 
sent to jail, or to the penitentiary, but 
was committed to the Fulton County 
Industrial Farm. The commitment was 
not absolutely for eleven years, but 
during minority, and the boy was sub- 
ject to parole or discharge before ma- 
jority if he had sufficiently reformed 
to justify such action. All of this has 
a strong flavor of the juvenile court, 
and of the approved methods for car- 
ing for delinquents. Many other facts 
are set out In the opinion, which make 
it almost conclusive that the court 
simply committed this boy to a deten- 
tion home during minority, or until 
he had reformed. 

In conclusion, Docket issues this stronz 
rebuke to the sob artists: 

A little investigation, such as has 
been made by the Docket, would easily 
have convinced many reputable publix, 
cations which have commented on this 
case, that it differs in no respect from 
the average case of juvenile delinquen- 
ey. Criticisms of the courts by jour- 
nals of this kind are accepted by the 
people, and public sentiment !{s influ- 
enced and foolish agitations, such as 
that for the recall of judges given sup- 
port. It is bad enough to put up with 
this from “yellow journals,” ’ but 
expected more from the responsible 
press.

S. Davies Warfield, of 
Baltimore, is president of the organization, 
and W. H. Manss, who recently visited At- 
lanta, is vice president and general man- 
ager. Among the most important depart- 
ments in the scheme of the association is 
that pertaining to colonization. Mr. Ucker 
is at present chief clerk and executive offi- 
cer of the federal department of the interior. 
That one fact is conclusive testimony us 
to his fitness to the new position to which 
he has been called. 

The plan of the Southern Developmen: 
and Settlement organization is to. adapt its 
program to the territory affected. The con- 
ventional procedure with regard to immi- 
gration is to fill up the ‘waste places with 
the first elements i. og The result is 
that sections are frequently filled with peo- 
ple that cannot be assimilated by the na- 
tive element, and straightway the cry goes 
forth that immigration has again proved a 
failure. 

Mr. Manss, when in Atlanta, announced 
that the organization of which he is general 
mahhager will pursue an entirely different 
course. First, it will do nothing until it 
has investigated thoroughly. It will analyze 
the situation in Georgia, for instance, to a 
nicety. It will put down in concrete and 
understandable form just what opportuni- 
ties are open for cultivation in this state. 
It will also ascertain: the sort of people 
that will be acceptable here and that will 
easily fit in with our methods and customs. 

When these facts are made of record 
the organization will then proceed to re- 
cruit for this state immigrants in every 
way fitted to succeed within its boundaries. 
The organization believes, for instance, that 
if the western and northwestern farmers 
knew the splendid year-round climate and 
possibilities of Georgia, the annual hegira 
into Canada would be turned southward to 
this and other southern states. 

But the most significant feature of the 
organization’s program is that it is tied up 
in advance to no hard-and-fast scheme as 
to immigration, save in feeding the sections 
the elements best suited to thrive in them. 
It is this method that must be relied upon 
to permanently upbuild the south. It was 
used by the west with great success and 
there is no reason why it should not be 
applicable to the south. 


AFTER THE PISTOL-TOTER. 


The present session of the legislature 
promises to be an unhealthy one for the 
pistol-toter. Already a bill has been intro- 
duced, by Representative Fowler, of Bibb, 
making it a felony to carry- a concealed 
weapon. It is probable that later in the 
session other members will father addi- 
tional bills aimed at pistol-toting, and it is 
even likely that dealers in firearms may 
be brought under more strict supervision, 
a step that is inseparable from rigid en- 
foreement of the law against concealed 
weapons in Georgia. 

It is the pistol-toter that is responsible 
for the indictment of America as “a nation 
of murderers.’’ Subtract from the murder 
list the -killings attributable to the con- 
cealed weapon and the United States would 
take its place by the side of norma! nations 
where homicide is concerned. Georgia con- 
tributes its quota to this species of crime. 
Two years ago The Constitution made a 
census of the superior court calendars of 
Georgia. The result revealed an astound- 
ing number of pistol-toting cases left on the 
dockets after court had adjourned for the 
summer. In other words, so great was the 
pressure on the courts from this one source 
of outlawry that they were unable to dis- 
pose of cases in the regular terms: and 
pistol-toting led other offenses occurring 


since the adjournment of court for the sum- 
mer and before its fall session. 

It is reasonable to assume that prompt- 
ness of punishment rather than severity of 
sentence would prove the surest deterrent 
in crimes of this nature. If, for instance, 
the alternative of a fine were withdrawn 
in pistol-toting cases and a jail sentence 
imposed uniformly, there is little doubt that 
pistol-toting would shrink in Georgia. Few 
pistol-toters care to face a sentence on the 
public works. A great many of them re- 
gard a fine as & small matter, speedily to 
be dispersed with and having no bearing 
as a deterrent influence. It will be remem- 
bered that Superior Court Judge C. H. Brand 
a year ago announced that he would sus- 
pend the alternative of a fine in his juris- 
diction in offenses of this nature, If all 
superior court judges of Georgia followed 
this practice, substantial progress would be 
made toward the abatement of the evil. 

The legislature can be of material assist- 
ance in strengthening the laws already at 
the command of judges disposed to operate 
vigorously against these twentieth century 
junglemen. And once the pistol-toter is 
convinced he is to get short shrift, his kind 
will diminish speedily. 


THE WAVE OF SISSYISM. 


One sometimes wonders what George 
Washington, Henry Clay, Alexander Hamil- 
ton, Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln 
and a few other of the undoubted big char- 
acters of history would think of those of 
our modern statesmen who fret and stew 
over the iniquities of women’s attire. We 
fancy that some one of the great ones of 
the past who was not averse to a robust 
expletive would wax wrothy and inquire 
plaintively if the fiber of statesmanship had 
run to seed. 

In several of the eastern cities, for ex- 
ample, mayors and councils and, in a few 
of the states, legislatures, have sought to 
ban split skirts and thin petticoats and 
ventilator waists. The craze then went 
west, and Indianapolis was the next city 
to declare that the woman who appeared 
in a split skirt must be taken under arrest. 
Of course, this silly interdiction overlooked 
the fact that the thin petticoat, fashion- 
able and not under the ban, revealed a 
great many more feminine charms than the 
mere split skirt. And now comes Jackson- 
ville and -goes all rivals one better. The 
mayor of that city is heading ‘a crusade to 
make both thin petticoats and split skirts 
unlawful. 

All this business reminds us strongly 
of that ancient jay village in the days of 
our innocency, whose bucolic fathers under 
took to regulate private morals and dress, 
and who considered that they fell short in 
duty unless they poked their noses into a 
man’s private affairs. Surely, we have 
fallen upon finicky days when legislators 
and public officials can find no claim more 
engrossing than to say what a woman shall 
and shall not wear. 

What we next anticipate, if this wave 
of sissyism keeps up, is that congress will 
soon be called upon to assemble solemnly 
four times a year and decree fashions for 
the women for the four different seasons. 
There will, of course, be the inevitable lob- 
bying by modistes. There will be the cus- 
tomary display of models, in the presence 
of which it will not be difficult to keep con- 
gress from breaking a quorum by going to 
baseball. Beginning with the most intimate 
garments, our lawmakers can go on up or 
down the line and lay down a sartorial pro- 
gram which the eternal fair must wear. 

Perhaps. when that is done, the Miss 
Nancys in public life will be entirely satis- 
fied. What will become of the more grave 
issues of public business we don’t know. 
Just as we don’t know what becomes of 
them now when our lady-like statesmen 
abandon them to pages and office boys 
while they go gunning for thin underskirts 
and split skirts.

ILL-ADVISED BANKERS. 


The action of the bankers of the At- 
lanta clearing house in indorsing the cur- 
rency views of President Wilson stands out 
in gratifying contrast to the course of sev- 
eral New York bankers in attacking the 
new currency bill brought in by Chairman 
Carter Glass, of the house committee on 
banking and currency. Government 2 per 
cents, the basis of national bank circula- 
tion, sold this week in New York below 
par. Several bankers charge this is due 
to the fact that the new currency bill con- 
templates the refunding of these 2 per cents 
with government 3 per cents without the 
circulation privilege. 

Mr. Glass declares, in a recent state- 
ment, that this action is only part of a con- 
certed, but disguised, attack on the new 
currency bill. He confesses inability to un- 
derstand the position in view of the fact 
that at hearings last winter this and other 
features of the bill were approved by such 
bankers as George M. Reynolds, of Chi- 
cago; Sol Wexter, of New Orleans; Festus 
Wade, of St. Louis, and others. 

One thing is certain: If the banking in- 
terests of New York oppose the bill, it is 
better that they fight it in the open.’ The 
old masked methods have discredited every 
attempt heretofore made to reform the cur- 
rency. If the financial interests of the 
country can show good cause why the 
present bill should not be enacted, they are 
assured of a fair hearing. It is decidedly 
to the interest of the democratic party not 
to make a law that will injure the business 
of the country. 

In the meantime, the general need of 
currency revision is becoming more imper- 
ative. It will reach a crisis in the fall, 
when money must be found to move the 
crops. It is the universal consensus that 
the crops will be about the heaviest in the 
history of the country. If we are to enjoy 
the huge impetus to prosperity resulting 
therefrom, we should have a decent cur- 
rency system to finance the yield of the 
soil. The bankers are primarily interested 
in the subject. It is a matter for congratu- 
lation that thus far no bankers from the 
south have gone on record against the bill.

Sunburn Without the Burn.

Science can now furnish a handsome and 
fashionable coat of tan to the business man 
or clerk who hasn’t the time or money to 
go to the seashore for it. At the Edison 
laboratory here, they have just placed on 
exhibition the machine which will accom- 
plish this great boon for humanity. 

A very good looking young woman is 
the demonstrator in charge of the machine, 
and she explains that its purpose is merely 
to help people to avoid the discomfort of 
the natural process of getting tanned. One 
treatment, and you’ve got your tan for the 
season. You can wear your bathing suit 
while the treatment is being administered, 
so as to bring the tan properly upon the 
exact surface which you are subsequently 
to expose, and then you may frolic forth 
upon the beach without fear of those first 
days of sunburn suffering. Also, though the 
young woman does not say it, you needn't 
go to the beach at all, if you don’t find it 
convenient. You can just take your treat- 
ment—one is all that is needed and it 
doesn’t last an hour—and then you can 
stroll down to Rector’s grill and say that 
the yacht party got beastly stupid toward 
the end of the cruise or that you found it 
deadly dull at Newport. ; 

At the first demonstration of the ma- 
chine the effects were really astonishing. 
The good looking young woman demonstra- 
tor had brought a nearly good looking 
young woman as a subject. She was dressed 
in a bathing suit with about the regulation 
exposure of arms and shoulders. Her skin 
was quite white except for a mole or two 
on her neck. She sat in front of the bull’s- 
eye of the machine until she was done on 
one side and then she turned around and 
sat until she was done on the other. The 
whole process required less than an hour, 
and when the young woman stepped forth 
into ordinary daylight it was seen that she 
had acquired a tan that would convince any 
one at a seashore resort that she was cer- 
tainly staying for the season at one of the 
most expensive hotels.

Washington, July 5. —(Special.)—

less vitally affected than the man with 
the $100,000 income,

income tax revenue is expected to 
make possible free sugar and free 
wool, with their resulting loss of rev- 
enue,

Another Difficult Problem 

The mutual] insurance 
presented a difficult problem. Those 
operated on this mutual pla ninsisted 
that to tax their dividends, which are 
usually returned policyholders or 
used to reduce hi# next annual pre- 
mium, would be to tax persong of 
very small incomes that the law is de- 
signed to exempt. It was found, how- 
ever, that some of the old-line compa- 
nies were writing large amounts of 
this kind of insurance. An exemption 
to cover this form of insurance then 
must indicate the form of policy to 
be exempt, and not the companies 
which claim to be mutual companles. 

Attacked on Many Grounds. 

The income tax has been attacked as 
being inquisitorial, as if all taxes were 
not. Predictions have been made that 
it will not yield anything like the 
$100,000,000 anticipated. That is en- 
tirely possible, since changes have 
been made in the original bill which 
upset all the calculations as to the 
revenue it will produce. 

To insure the largest returns the 
democrats have provided that income 
must be collected at the source. The 
experience of England has shown that 
otherwise it cannot be collected at 
all. Corporations of all kinds must 
pay the tax for their stockholders and 
policyholders. Even then there are 
many loopholes by which the 
may escape the tax gatherer. Some of 
the richest Americans. have  invest- 
ments abroad from which they de- 
rive revenue.

The Taxing of Banks. 

The taxing of banking and _ trust 
companies presented an _. interesting 
complication. Such a company may 
have received money for which it pays 
2 or 4 per cent and loan it on south- 
ern farm lands at an average of 6 
per cent. A senate amendment makes 
the difference between the interest 
paid on money received and the in- 
terest received on money loaned—less 
the necessary expenseg of doing busi- 


ness—the net income of such a cor- 
poration. 


The corporation tax adopted as a 
feature of the Payne-Aldrich bill, is 
retained in the Simmons-Underwood 
bill. There is no exemption allowed 
for the corporation, however, as is 
done for an individual. 

Railroads and other corporations 
which have a bonded indebtedness in 
excess of their capitalization, will be 
exempt up to the amount of the in- 
terest paid on bonded indebtedness 
provided it does not exceed one and 
one-half times the capital stock.

‘Uncle Sam the Protector 


Of Migratory Game Birds

Washington, July 5.—(Special.)—If 
you have been accustomed to shoot bull 
bats after dark, or to take a shot oc- 
Casionally at swallows, whippoorwills, 
and certain othér insectivorous birds, 
beware of the new federa] regulations.

a bill introduced by Senator McLean, 
of Connecticut, for the protection of 
Same and insectivorous birds. Reg- 
ulations for carrying out this law 
have just been promulgated by the 
department of agriculture and will take 
effect when approved by the president. 

Georgia’s game laws must be amend- 
€d where necessary to conform to these 
regulations. 

The law was designed to bring about 
uniformity and. protect insectivorous 
and game birds in the interest of agri- 
culture. 
these birds was beginning to have an 
effect in the great increase of insect 
pests which destroy crops, and this 
moved members of congress to adopt 
the McLean bill. It is believed that 
millions of damage from insects can 
be prevented by encouraging migra- 
tory game and insectivorous birds. 

Violations of the regulations pre- 
scribed by the secretary of agriculture, 
which are to take effect October 1, 
1913, are made punishable by a fine of 
$100 and imprisonment for 90 days. 

Georgia is included in Zone the 
wintering zone, which embraces all the 
States south of the 40th parallel of lat- 
itude from coast to coast. The fol- 
lowing closed seasons are prescribed 
for the state of Georgia: 

Water fowl—The closed season shall 
be between January 16 and October 
1 next following. 

Rails—The closed season on rails, 
coots and gallinules shall be between 
December 1 and September 1 next fol- 
lowing, although in Tennessee it is 
made to extend to October 1. 

W oodcock—Closed season from Jan- 
to December 1. In other states 
in the zone the closed season extends 
to November 1. 

Shore Birds—Closed season on black- 
breasted and golden plover, jacksnipe 
or Wilson snipe, the greater and lesser 
yellowlegs, shall be between December 
16 and September 1 next following. All 
other shore birds are protected by a 
closed season extending to September 
1, 1918. 

The federal regulations are designed 
to apply only to migratory birds which 
in their annual migrations north and 
south cross from one state to 
anoteh, and not to birds which are 
resident in and: breed within the bor- 
ders of a single state. Except where 
indicated, the regulations do not inter- 
fere with any state laws or regula- 
tions for the protection of birds. 

Birds Which Are Protected. 

Migratory game birds include wild 
ducks, geese, brant and swans, cranes 
Among the shore birds pro- 
Plover, sandpipers, snipe, 
Surf birds, woodcock, curlew and yel- 
low legs. Doves and wild pigeon are 
also protected. 

A perpetual closed season is estab- 
lished for migratory insectivorous 
birds, including robins, catbirds, bobo- 
links, meadow larks, night hawks or 
bats, swallows whippoorwills, 
woodpeckers, wrens and other perch- 
ing birds which feed entirely or chief- 
ly on insects, 

No birds shall be killed between 
Sunset and sunrise at any time of the 
year. Those who try their luck on 
bull bats will take note of this. 

A five-year closed season to continue 
until September 1, 1918, on the follow- 
ing migratory game birds. Band-tailed 
Pigeons, little brown sandbill and 
whooping cranes, swans and curlew and 
all shore birds excepting the black-

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~ Vast Crusade to Cut Britain’s $800,000,000 Drink Bill 
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Biggest Campaign of Education Ever Undertaken in the 
British Isles—The Crusaders Propose to Pass a Law 
That Will Put 30,000 Saloons Out of Business.

London, July 5.—One of the biggest 
“ceampaizns of education” on record in 
this country is being carried on® at 
present by the United Kingdom alli- 
ance, the official temperance organi- 
zation which corresponds to the Anti- 
Saloon league in the United States. Its 
object is to get reintroduced into par- 
liament, at the earliest moment prac- 
ticable, the famous licensing bill of 
1998, which was brought into the house 
of commons by the present prime min- 
ister, H. H. Asquith, then chancellor of 
the exchequer in the Campbell-Banner- 
man ministry, and was uutimately 
thrown out by the house of lords, as 
representing the colossal and prac- 
tically omnipotent brewing interests in 
Great Britain. 

This bill, which, had it passed tnto 
law, would have resulted in a com- 
pulsory and systematic reduction of 
the number of saloons, or public 
houses in this country—numbering 94,- 
009 and averaging, in the congested 
districts, one to every 174 of the popu- 
lation—and which would have made 
the creation of new licenses (now in 
the hands of magistrates) a matter for 
ultimate settlement by direct vote of 
the people, produced one of the fiercest 
parliamentary fights in the history of 
this country. The fate of the measure 
—which has passed the house of com- 
mons, then overwhelmingly liberal, by 
a heavy majority—was sealed, how- 
ever, at a gathering of unionist peers 
at the house of Lord Lansdowne, leader 
of the tories in the upper house before 
the bill even came before that assem- 
bly, and it was ultimately defeated by 
a majority of over 100. 

The Lords and Liquors. 

The rejection of the licensing bill 
which it advocates claim, by limiting 
the number of saloons throughout the 
country would have reduced to rea- 
sonable ailmensions the nation’s colos- 
drink bill of over etght hundred 
dollars, was one of the most 
of the factors that led to the 
passing of the famous parliament act 
which deprived the house of lords of 
its veto and limited the power of that 
assembly to delaying a bill for three 
vears. Ever since its rejection, the 
Inited Kingdom alliance, representing 
500.000 temperance reformers in 
country, has been working tire- 
to bring it before parliament 
once more, and in the last year has 
redoubled its efforts. In November 
last a huge convention, representing 
every religious sect and political party, 
was held in London, and sent a depu- 
tation to Premier Asquith, who replied, 
in effect, that he had his hands full 
with home rule for Ireland, Welsh 
disestablishment and national insur- 
ance, but that he hoped to reintroduce 
the measure during the Hfe of the 
present parliament, or, in other words,

Would Close 30,000 Saloons. 

“How great a service the passage of 
the licensing bill would render to the 
cause of temperance it is scarcely pos- 
sible to estimate,’ said Alexander 
Thomson, the parliamentary agent of 
the United Kingdom alliance, when 
seen at the London headquarters of 
that @rganization a few days ago. “Its 
primary result would be the compul- 
sory reduction of the number of sa- 
loons in this country by something 
like 30,000. The adoption of local op- 
tion throughout the country, toy, un- 
questionably will result in further lim- 
itation of the number of drinking 
places. All of which will constitute 
the most effective blow that has yet 
been struck against the omnipotence 
and reactionary influence of the brew- 
ery trade, the great monopoly which 
cOntrols over 95 per cent of the saloons 
in this country, and whose _ leaders 
value it at 150,000,000 pounds sterl- 
ing.”’ 

“We temperance workers,” hé con- 
tinued, “are not clamoring for the abo- 
lition of the saloon (or ‘pub’), but only 
for its effective regulation with the 
public itself instead of—in effect—the 
drink interests as the arbiter of in- 
crease in the number of existing drink- 
ing places. 

“At the present time the inequality 
in the number cof saloons in congested, 
as compared with rural areas, is strik- 
ing, the percentage being one in every 
3.000 or 4,000 of the population in the 
suburbs, as compared with one_ to 
every 170 in localities like the East 
End, where the multiplicity of ‘pubs’ 
is an increased incentive to drink. All 
over the country new areas are being 
opened up as residential quarters fo 
the working classes, and in many casés 
we have been’‘able to prevail upon the 
ground landlord, !n whose hands the 
authority primarily lies, to limit rig- 
orously the number ot public houses to 
be built on such estates. 

Saloons Barred by a Peer. 

“A peer who, upon his own initiative 
has set a striking example in this re- 
spect, is Lord Rowallen, who owns be- 
tween 300,000 and 400,000 acres, and 
has inserted in the trust deeds of every 
district which has been acquired for 
working class dwellings a-clause pro- 
hibiting any public house from being 
situated thereupon. The Right Hon. A. 
J. Balfour, the former prime minister, 
likewise will allow no public house to 
be opened upon his estate, Whitting-

“Except in the cases of such es- 
tates,” Thomson went on, “not only 


has the power to grant licenses lain in 
the hands of justices of the peace 
alone, but our bench has been re- 
cruited, until. recently, almost entirely 
from a class whose sympathies  Iile 
with vested interests, and in conse- 
quence our magistrates have generally 
yielded to the influence of the brewers 
when it was a case of granting or re- 


fusing the creation of a new license. 
Accordingly we have been working 
strenuously for many years with the 
object of getting a more representative 
style of man appointed to the office of 


magistrate, and have been to a large 
extent successful, with the result that 
applications for licenses are being 
weighed with mere regard as to 
whether a real needa exists for them. 
Should the licensing bill pass_ into 
law, however, local option will be es- 
tablished all over the country; in other 
words, wherever objection is raised to 
the creation of a new public house li- 
cense, it will be the duty of the local 
magistrate to refer the question to a 
popular vote, a majority of which will 
decide the question one way or the 
other. 

To Protect the Children. 

“Since 1908,” the parliamentary agent 
continued, “only one important temper- 
ance measure has passed into law, this 
being the so-called ‘children’s act,’ 


which was taken out of the licensing 
bill and passed by both hwuses of par- 
‘liament. This act makes it Lllegal to 
|give drink to any child under 5 years 
| of age and for drink to be served to 
any child under 14 in a public house 
bar—except in a sealed vessel. Its pas- 
sage was the outcome of a prolonged 
agitation, in which the lead was taken 
by George R. Sims, the author, dramae 
tist and newspaper man, who Knows 
social conditicgns in this country if any 
man does. Sims showed, and had the 
testimony of innumerable high con- 
stables to prove, that women of the 
poorer classes, with babies in their 
arms, spent practically the whole day 
in the public house,. and kept their in- 
fants quiet, meantime, by drugging 
them with gin.

“a5 an astonishing fact,” Thome 
son added, “that the gigantic mo- 
nopoly valued at £150,000,000, former- 
ly contributed only £2,000,000. and 
even now contributes only £4,000,000 
to the revenue.

“The price of beer has not been Jin- 
creased as a result of the enhanced 
duties,” observed the speaker, sgenten- 
tiously, ‘‘the brewers -having dis- 
covered means not only of making the 
consumer pay the whole of the tax, 
but a huge sum in addition. They 
have done this by the simple expedi- 
ent of charging money for water. In 
other words, they have lowered the 
&ravity to the extent of forty-six bar- 
rels of water to every 1,000 barrels of 
beer, thus enabling them to produce, 
of duty in England and Wales, 
3,000,000 more barrels of beer than 
they could have produced out of the 
same materials had the previous 
gravity been maintained and the retail 
Price obtained -from the public for 
this quantity was well over £30,000,- 
000. The additional beer duty and 
brewers’ license duty, on the other 
hand, did not exceed £10,000,000, leay- 
ing a large balance to the credit of 
additional taxation account in the 
books of the licensed trade.

The scandal of 
Mecklenburg has gone too far for that. 
Mecklenburg’s plight is known all over 
the empire, and the left reichstag par- 
ties have repeatedly begged the im- 
perlal government to intervene and 
force the powers that be in Mecklen- 
burg to grant constitutionalism. The 
reichstag conservative and center al- 
ways oppose such proposals; and the 
bundesrath rejects them on the ground 
that the empire canncet meddle with 
the internal affairs of federated states. 

Since 1907 Mecklenburg’s grand 
dukes have been steadily vowing that 
they would grant a constitution. They 
have had four tries, and each time 
have been beaten by the _ opposition 
from the estates. The ‘“Land-tag,” 
which is not a parliament, but is a col- 
lege oof representatives of “Ritter- 
schaft”’ and “Landschaft,”’ simply 
throws out the bills. 

The quarrel at present is being ag- 
gravated by problems of finance.

That is, a constitution is doomed 
which .depends on the consent of the 
estates. But the left parties demand 
that the dukes shall take matters in 
their own hands and promulgate a 
constitution over the heads of the ob- 
durate estates. Whether the dukes 
have this right is not very clear, as 
they are only autocrats in half their 
territories. But it 1s. certain that if 
they take the plunge no one will re- 
sist. 

However, the two autocrats are not 
united concerning the necessity of a 
plunge, and they have vacillated in the 
past. Formerly Schwerin’s grand duke 
was keen on a constitution and Strel- 
itz’s grand duke held him back. Now 
Schwerin’s grand. duke is cool and in- 
clined to wait; and his cousin of 
Strelitz declares that he will push 
through the constitution at all costs. 
The result is that the two intermar- 
ried states do not agree, and Strelitz 
is even thinking of giving notice to 
Schwerin to terminate the union. 
Either both states will get a constitu- 
tion or they will part and go their 
own ways. That is the present posi- 
tion, which now looks on the eve of 
solution.

The Appalachee Improvement club 
was organized in December, 1911, with 
twenty members. Since that time the 
few faithful] members have accom- 
plished great good. The first thing 
taken up was improvement on the 
schoo] grounds. Having a new school 
building, the grounds were red gul- 
lies and scrubby trees. 

We called a meeting and invited the 
mayor and council to be with us and 
after explaining the object of our 
meeting received their hearty co- 
operation. Now the grounds are 
graded, a sidewalk has been built, a 
cooler and individual drinking cups 
have been installed in the _ school 
building and we have kept the school 
room floors oiled for ‘two years. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1912 the members 
held ice cream sales, which netted $100 
to pay on the school building. 

The club cleared $3,000, which is to 
be used on auditorium seats. The club 
this spring has been helping the 
teachers to get their school up to the 
standard where it might get one of 
the certificates offered by the state 
for model school in rural districts. 

The club has been instrumental in 
having high red banks of clay and 
weeds removed from each side of the 
railroad which runs through the cen- 
ter of the town. They hed a very 
successful cleaning-up day. Twenty- 
four poplar trees have been put out 
on the sidewalks tin front of the 


4 school building and flowers, gfass and 


shrubbery have been placed around 
the building. All having been prompt- 
ed by the members of the club. 
Eventually w eexpect to make parks 
of two groves situated by the depot. 

Besides working for material im- 
provements we are trying to uplift 
and benefit the whole town and com- 
munity, both socially and morally, not 
forgetting the spiritual side. 

Let us hope that -this club and all 
clubs in Georgia may raise up others 
tocarry on, when they are gone, that 
side of public work which men fail 
to see the need of, yet appreciate when 
‘tis done.

CAUSE OF BIRDS 
BEING BACKED BY 
WOMEN OF AMERICA 


Incorporated in the tariff law is the 
following clause: 

“Provided, that the importation of 
aigrettes, egret plumes or ‘osprey’ 
plumes, and the feathers, quills, heads, 
wings, tails, skins or parts of sKins of 
wild birds, either raw or manufactured, 
and not for scientific or educational 
purposes, is hereby prohibited; but this 
provision shall not apply to the feath- 
ers or plumes of ostriches, or to the 
feethers of domestic fowls of any 
kind.” 

This clause, which is earnestly advo- 
cated by the women of America for 
the total suppression of all importa- 
tions of wild birds’ plumage (except 
ostrich plumes for millinery purposes), 
has passed the house of representatives 
and is now before the senate. 

A very dangerous amendment has 
been introduced by Senator Clapp, of 
Minnesota, which is as follows: 

“Strike out the period and insert the 
following: ‘or to the feathers or plumes 
of game birds usually killed for food 
purposes and birds which are killed 
as pests.’ ” 

If this amendment were adopted it 
would mean the extermination of many 
of our most beautiful wild birds 
The women of Georgia do not want 
this amendment and are bringing their 
influence to bear upon their represen- 
tatives to prevent its adoption.

An interesting meeting of the Mary 
Hammond Washington chapter of the

Mrs. Mallory Taylor on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon.

The Gallant John B. Gordon 


(This essay came too late for the es- 
say contest of the Georgia division, 
but is published at the request of the 
Eatonton Chapter, U. D. C.) 

John Brown Gordan was born 
Upson county, Ga. February 6, 1832. 

The family were of Scotch de- 
cendants. 

He graduated at the State Univer- 
sity and was admitted to the bar. He 
Was not only a lawyer but a distin- 
guished soldier, a great orator, and 
a public-spirited and useful citizen. 

He was what I would call a de- 
vout and humble Christian gentle- 
man. i know of no man more be- 
loved at the south, and he was prob- 
ably the most popular southern man 
among the people of the north. 

’ When the war broke out in 1861, he 
enlisted as a private soldier in the 
confederate army and was made cap- 
tain. He rose from the rank of cap- 
tain to lieutenant general, and at the 
close of the war stood next to Lee. 
His imposing and magnificent sold- 
ierly bearing, coupled with his splen- 
did, ringing voice and far-reaching 
oratory, made him the “White-plumed 
knight of our southland” and the 
“chevalier Bavard of the confederate 
arms.” He had the God-given talent 
of getting in front of his troops in 
battle and being able to lead them 
into the very jaws of death. This 
was done at Fredericksburg, and 
again at Spottsylvania Court House 
Battles \in Which He Fought. 

The most prominent battles that he 
fought in were Seven Pines, Sharps- 
burg or Antietam, The Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania Court House, Cedar 
Creek, Petersburg and Appomattox. 

At the battle of Sharpsburg, he 
was wounded five times, but would 
not leave his troops until. the last 
shot laid him insensible on the field. 

Just before the surrender at Appo- 
mattox, when he was surrounded on 
all sides by the enemy, he led the 
last charge, and captured’ the en- 
trenchments and several pieces of ar- 
tillery. 

When- Gordon was itn command he 
was never defeated or repulsed in a 
Single battle. 

After the surrender at Appomat- 
tox he returned to his native state 
and found that his war record had 
made him the most popular man be- 
fore the people of his state. His fame 
was a most pleasant theme in almost 
every household, and his’ soldiers 
idolized him. 

Elected Governor. 

Almost under protest, he was elect- 
ed governor in 1867, but reconstruc- 
tion tactics counted him out. Later 
he was elected governor and served 
two terms. He was elected United 
States Senator in 1872, when forty 
years of age, over two of the great- 
est statesmen Georgia ever had, Al- 
exander Stephens and Benjamin Hill. 
He served about thirteen years in 
the senate of the United States. He 
was chosen by the democrats in con- 
gress to draft an address to the peo- 
ple of the south, urging patience, en- 
durance, and an appeal to a return- 
ing sense of justice as the cure for 
all wrongs. His services in the na- 
tional congress were brilliant and 
statesman like. 

Declining a re-election to the sen- 
ate in 1897, he devoted his latter 
years to the lecture platform. The 
one object nearest his heart was to 
wipe out as far as possible all bit- 
terness between the people of the 
north and south. 

At Appomattox, after the surrender 
of Lee’s army, he gathered his urg- 
ing heroes around him, and his pa- 
triotism in that dark hour was pro- 
phetic and grand. He told his com- 
rades “to bear their trials bravely, to 
go home in peace, obey the laws, re- 
build the country, and work for the 
weal and harmony of the republic.” 

A Striking Tribute. 

The affelctionate regard in which 
he was held was nowhere brought 
out so markedly as in the great fra- 
ternal gathering of the ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers, where he appeared great- 
est and most beloved. I doubt if any 
other man ever had a greater and 
more affective demonstration of love 
and confidence. 

In his private Nfe-he was pure and 
spotless, and an example for every 
American citizen. His devotion to 
his wife and family was beautiful in 
extreme. In early life he married 
Miss Fanny Haralson, daughter of 
Hon. Hugh Anderson Haralson, who 
represented Georgia in congress for 
many years, and her devotion to him 
was aS great as the love he bore 


in 


her. She was near him throughout 
the war, but for her tender nursing 
when he was supposed to have been 
fatally wounded at Sharpsburg, he 
could never have recovered. Her war 
experience would make a beautiful ro- 
mance to go down with that of her 
departed husband. He never failed to 
make her the partner of his triumphs 
and popularity. 

Since Jefferson Davis died there has 
not been brought more strikingly the 
love of the southern people for any 
one man than was shown General 
Gordon, when laid away in the ceme- 
tery in Atlanta, Ga, January 14, 1909. 

75,000 View Ceremonies. 

About seventy-five thousand people 
viewed and took part in the cere- 
monies. Governors and  distinguish- 
ed citizens from almost every south- 
ern state were present. The people 
from the north also expressed sym- 
pathy, and the universal] grief was re- 
flected in telegrams from president 
of the United States, the secretary of 
war, the general of the army, and in 
memorial meetings in many localities. 

In conclusion, Gordon was one of 
the most loyal, patriotic men to whom 
any nation has given birth His devo- 
tion to his country’s cause, his ex- 
alted integrity, his love of right, make 
him a most worthy ideal for the boys 
of our beloved southland.

Nails Another Nature Fake. 


From The xansas City Star. 

Relentless science again has punce- 
tured a nature fake. 

A gigantic hickory tree of the 
“shellbark” variety stands in the midst 
and a week ago 
some observing person noticed that 
the lawn beneath this one tree was 
covered with leaves and twigs, fresa 
clipped from the branches of the hick- 
ory. An amateur naturalist advanced 
a theory. 

“Squirrels,” said the A. N. “They 
are doing exactly what a gardener 
does when he cuts down his tomato 
vines; they are cuttimg away the ex- 
cess foliage on the hickory tree to 
force the growth of the nuts and in- 
crease the crop.” 

Wonderful! But recently science, in 


the person of John A. Bryant, a real 
naturalist, spoiled it all. ' 

“Squirrels are exceedingly fond of 
the buds that form on shellbark hick- 
ory trees,”” Mr. Bryant said, “and 
an examination of the twigs cut from 
the tree will show that each bears a 
bud, from which the heart has been 
eaten out by the squirrels. So far 
from laboring to advance the nut crop, 
the squirrels are cutting it short by 
destroying the buds that would de- 
velop into nuts.”

some years of Whitelaw Reid when 
the later wag American ambassador. 
It igs declared in London that Duke 
has closed a lease at $22,500 a year 
rental to aid his beautiful Georgia 
wife’s social triumphs. 

Dorchester house adds another to 
the residence of the former president 
of the American Tobacco company. He 
has a magnificent new marble palace 
on Fifth avenue at  Seventy-eighth 
street, and an eState of several thou- 
Band acres at Somerville, N J., as well 
as a winter place in North Carolina. 

The taking of Dorchester house by 
Duke follows his retiring from the 
presidency of the American Tobacco 
company to head the British-American. 
When he made this change about a 
year ago it was reported that he would 
make the British company a big fac- 
tor throughout the world, and since 
that time the British company has 
opened stores In New York and other 
cities tn America. 

It was inevitable that Duke and 
his second wife, formerly Mrs. Inman, 
of Atlanta, whom he wed in 1907, 
after he divorced Mrs. Lillian N. Duke, 
should have a sumptuous home in 
which to entertain in bhondon. Mrs 
Duke, whose diamonds have caused 
her to he referred to as a “human 
lighthouse,” is not only popular with 
her own country women in London, 
but she is an esteemed member of the 
‘old set’—that of the late Duches of 
Portland. the Duchess of Sutherland 
and the Duchess of Wellington. She 
is also in the diplomatic set and has 
entertained in London the diplomatic 
representatives in the English capi- 
tal of all the foremost nations of the 
earth. Flower decoration is made a 
Specialty by Mrs. Duke in her eén- 
tertainments The fowers—roses and 
others of the most expensive sort— 
always match the draperies and hang- 
ings of her public rooms.

Water in Farmer’s House. 


The Implement Trade Journal.) 
of the features of life on the 
farm most dreaded by visitors from the 
city is the traditional absence of a con- 
venient and ample water supply and of 
the privilege of the “real” bath. 

There was a time when it was 
thought impossible to supply these 
conveniences. But as the comforts of 
civilization have spread and sanitary 
engineers have given their attention 
to the subject, it has been found en- 
tirely practicable, and not excessivels 
expensive, to install in the farm houses 
almost identically the same appli- 
ances as are now found in the homes 
of the city. 

The most popular type of country 
water supply Is the air pressure sys- 
tem. -It !s quite simple, consisting of 
a specially constructed steel airtight 
tank, the size most commonly used be- 
ing about thirty inches in diameter by 
eight feet in length; a force pump, 
either hand or power propelled; an air 
pump for furnishing the pressure, and 
the necessary pipe connections with 
the source of water supply—either 
well, spring, cistern, lake or stream— 
and with the bathroom and kitchen of 
the home. Sometimes the system {1s 
extended to the barn and other build- 
ings and to tanks in the barnvard. 

Given this installation, the house 
equipment should include a complete 
bathroom outfit, with tub, closet and 
lavatory of the latest style plumbing, 
a kitchen sink and range boiler: the 
waste being drained off into a cess-

pool placed at the distance 
from the house. 

While it is impossible to give an ac- 
curate estimate on the cost of such an 
improvement without going carefully 
over. the place, getting the dimensions 
of the desired plant, the depth of the 
well, distance from the house and all 
the other details, {t would be safe to 
say that such an outfit could be put 
in at a cost to the average farmer of 
$350 to $400, as an outside figure. Of 
course, the item of freight will vary 
considerably and will affect the cost 


appreciably.

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Phonetic Bible. 


(From The New York Times.) 

Judson Jones, of Cleveland, Minn., 
has completed a translation’ of the 
Bible according to a system of pho- 
netic spelling, which ne devised him- 
self. Most of the manuscript is being 
kept In a safe deposit vault, while the 
four books of the Gospels and the 
book of Acts are being put into type. 

Mr. Jones began his work 21 years 
ago, when he was 60 years ago, and 
he has devoted most of his time since 
to the translation. He has acquired 
considerable fame in his. specialty of 
phonetic spelling, having originated a 
method, which eliminates all silent let- 
ters and substitutes. He is the auther 
of the “Alphabet of Orthoepy and Its 
Application to Monosyllables,” which 
was at one time the spelling book used 
most in the public schools of the stae. 
Mr. Jones says that three dictionaries 
in this country and three in England 
are now using the system he invented. 

In speaking of this speller he 
prophesied that within 100 years it 
would be the recognized form of spell- 
ing. His publishers are confident that 
his Bible, as rendered, will, 
come into popular use. 

The Jones system of spelling has 
been in use in the English schools of 
China for nine years. The Chinese 
are particularly enthusiastic about the 
method, as making it easier for them 
to learn the language, which, to 
them. as to most other foreigners, {Is 
a difficult one tc’ acquire,
